News From The Mis- 
sionary Field. 


42 Mechanic St. 
Portland, Me. 
Aug, 25th. 1913. 
Rditor of ‘‘Tae LEADER.”’ 
Raymond, Canada. 

No doubt some of the readers of 
your valuable paper would be inter- 
ested in my whereabouts aid labors 
asa missionary, andif you will 
allow me space in your columns I 
will give some of my experieuces 
while engaged in the work of the 
Lord. 

I left Raymond April 16th, 1912 
and reported at the headquarters 
of the Eastern States Mission in 
New York City, on the 30th day of 
the same month, I was assigned 
to work in the Maine Conference 
where | jsave labored since then, 
our headquarters being in Port- 
land, 

My first missionary experience 
was in Portland where I did city

work for al weeks, At ‘first it 
was very embarrassing, altho’ that 
feeling gradually left me. I im. 
agined everyone was looking at me 
and saying, ‘‘there goes a Mor- 
mon,’’ One day while tracting, a 
woman, (Irish) drove me out of 
the yard with a pole and another 


one threatened to set the dog on 


me if I didn’t get out of the lot. 
Others almost fainted when | told 
them I wasa Mormon, they would 
actually throw up their hands and 
scream, You can imagine howa 
person would feel meeting recep- 
tions like these, and being young, 
inexperienced, just a green boy 
from the farm, I wondered what 
was the cause of so much bitter- 
ness towards my people, and what 
I had done to be treated thus. 
But I soon discovered how misin- 
formed they were as regards the 
Mormon question, 

Last summer | did country work 
in Handcock Co. where we had 
the privilege of holding a number 
of meetings and baptizing some 
into the Church of Christ, where 
they could receive the gifts and 
blessings enjoyed by the Ancient 
Saints. At some of our meetings 
people told us it was the first re- 
ligious service they had attended in 
twenty-five years and invited us to 
come again. 

Ienjoyed my work very much 
and, with the exception of one night 
we found entertainmen. That 
Sunday night was spent under the 
pines, supperless and our next meal 
was Tuesday morning. 


I labored in Brunswick and Bath 
lust winter; we made a number of 
lasting friends. One family, who 
had become almost discouraged in. 
their search for truth, became in- 
terested in our message. After 
Visiting them afew times they pur- 
chased a number of books with a 
desire to find the truth. After 
reading them and hearing us ex. 
plain the plan of salvation, they 
were convinced that it was the 
gospel taught by the Savior and 
that Jos. Smith was a prophet of 


God. They were baptized this 
spring. 
Elder W. A. Allen of Hyrum, 


Utah, and myself, have been labor} 
ing in Piscataquis and Somerset 
Counties this summer, where we 
have explained the gospel to a 
number of people, and made friends 
of some who were very bitter to- 
wards our religion. 


We have walked nearly 700 miles 
since June 20th, during this time 
we have worked among people who 
had never seen a Mormon, altho’ 
most of them had read more or fess 
about us. To them we were quite 
a curiosity 9s they expected to see 
old men with long beards and there 
for no other purpose than to get 
women, 


We have stayed in hotels, hov- 
els, the best of homes and camps in 
the woods. One day after staying 
ina Y, M,C, A. we walked twenty 
miles without breakfast, dinner or 
supper, Wecertainly enjoyed our 
next meal, which consisted of bis- 
cuits and sauce, 


Last Sunday we asked every 
house for eight miles before we 
found a place to stay. But these 
are exceptions. 

Taking everything into consider- 
ation we have bad a most enjoyable 
time and being blessed with good 
health we feel to rejoice and thank 
our Heavenly Father that we have 
been permitted to take part in this 
Latter Day work and to promul- 
gate the Gospel, 

My desire is, that I may fill an 
houorable mission and be of use to 
miy fellowmen when [| return home, 

Wishing you the best of success 
and thanking you for the LwApER.

Claresholm Agricul- 
tural College. 


Aschool for the teaching of 
agrilculture and household sci- 
ence has been established by the 
provincial department of agrilc- 
ture at Claresholm, Alta. 

The school opens October 28 
and closes March 28 for boys ov- 
er I4 years of age. Noentrance 
examinations will be required. A 
diploma in agriculture will be giv- 
en students who have success- 
fully completed A two winters 
course at the school of agricu- 
ture. This will entitle them to 
enter the third year of the prco- 
posed Alberta Agriculture College 
if they so desire. 

This year a course in House- 
hold Svience will be put on for 
two months commencing Oct. 28 
for girls over 16 years of age. 
Henceforth it will be a five months 
course. Diplomas in Household 
Science will be granted, at the 
completion of two winter's suc- 
cessful work. 

No tuition fees will be charged. 
The only expense will be for 
board and room and _ necessary 
books. Twenty-five or thirty 
dollars per month should easily 
cover all expenses while at the 
school. Several vacant houses 
are available at  Claresholm 
which could be rented reasonably 
by a number of students desiring 
to live to-gether, merely making 
living expenses less. 

The courses of study; will be 
handled by’specialistin their own 
depastmentse.Thefotiowing have 
been appointed by the depart- 
ment of agriculture.

DETECTING ICEBERGS AT SEA 


Some Wonderful Inventions to Prevent 
Ocean Disasters 


Since the terrible Titanic disaster, 
scientists and engineers have been de- 
voting much time and means by 
Which ships may detec: the vicinity of 
icebergs. The old method consisted of 
lowering a therriometer into the wa- 


ter when the icoberg zone wis being | 


approached, the distance of the ice- 
bergs being judged according to the 
aaa bi of the water in the vicin- 
y. 
Since the increase in the speed of 
big liners, however, th.s method has 


| been found to be quite inadequate, be- 


! 


ing neither safe, quick nor accurate. 
One of the most reliable inventions 
for detecting icebergs at sea seems to 
be that of Dr. Coplans, of the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, who has invented an ap- 
paratus which detects the p.esence of 
icebergs by giving readings of the sa- 
line contents of the water, 
er an iceberg is to the ship the less is 


; the amount of salt in solution in the 


water. In conjunction with the Unit- 
ed States and Canadian Governments 
Dr. Coplans has been carrying out a 
series of experiments on these lines 
which are expected to have most im- 
portant results, and which. should do 
much towards rendering impossible 
such disasters as that ‘-hich overtook 
the illfated Titanic. 


Another invention of which high 


, hopes are entertained is what is known 


as the microthermometer, an instru- 
ment enabling very much closer read- 
ings of the temperature of the water 
to be obtained than is possible with an 
ordinary thermometer. It ig also self- 
recording, 

It is a curious fact, by the way, |) 
regard to this instrument, that when 
an iceberg is being approached the in- 
Strument actually records i. rise in 
temperature, this, however, b ‘ng fol- 
lowed by a rapid fall. The explana- 
tion is that the water rom a melting 
iceberg, leaving the berg at its cold- 
est, gradually travels outward and be- 
comes warmed by the absorption of 
heat from the sun. 

Submarine signalling, too, for the 
prevention of disasters in foggy wea- 
ther, is also being closely studied by 
experts, for it is recognized that there 
{s much room for improvement in the 
signalling apparatus used .t the pre- 
sent time on board ship.

SEES 4 USE IN CRIME 


Prisoners Shculd be Examined by Phy- 
sioans to Determine Whether In- 
sane of Criminal 

That crime is a good thing because 
it brings us to understand social prob- 
lems is the sta.tling theory recently 
advanced by Prof. Benjamin Moore »- 
University College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association. A special sess- 
jon was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was discussed. 

Perfect laws would shov. that we 
were > longer progressing, said Doc- 
tor Moore. Old crimes are disappeur- 
ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus. new crimes will always rise. 

following Doctor Moos>’s address, 
Doctor Passmore, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insane, 
urged that when a man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone be 
appointed to examin» the prisoner to 
ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, the proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 

The Rev. C. B. Simpsen, chaplain 
inspector of prisons, who had been tn- 
vited to give his conclusion~ as to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, especially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscn- 
ment is an_ effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the attl- 
tude of many who are sent to jail is 
that of once bitten, twice shy. 

Mrectly contrary to conventional 
‘deas of criminology were the theories 
of Captain St. John, the honorary sec- 
retary of the Penal Reform League. 
A’ the harm done to society by all the 
burglars and all the thieves is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the harm 
done by the law courts of England, he 
declared. 

Everybody knows the law courts 
are making cr minals day by day, sald 
Captain St. John. We have to pro- 
tect ourselves uot only from criminals 
but also from people who deal with 
criminals. 

The experience of a period of im- 
prisonment is « suffragette was given 
{r ‘Woman's Social aid Poiitical Un- 
fon.’ Miss Allen said: 

I have asked suffragists in jail what 
{s the one thing they most craved 
while in prison. Their reply was: Cof- 
fee, vinegar or alcohol. As for my- 
self, du.ing the three wee..s T spent In 
Holloway jail I used to lie awake be- 
tween 3 and 6 in the morning and say 
to myself that if I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tiken any {u my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do- 
ing so because I was afraid. There 
is not enough sunshine ana fresh air 
! prison, and long sentences undoubt- 
edly cause a weakening of the will. 

Pe heps the most interesting sneak- 
er at the reeting was Prince Peter 
Kroputkin, the famous Russian scien- 
tist and enemy of despot‘sm, who 
since his »*serpe from St. Peter ar 
St. Paul prison, has spent most of his 
time in En:and. The prince is 71 
years old and has recently recovered 
from a severe illness. He was intro- 
juced to his uudience as an old jail- 
bird who had spent two years in Rus- 
sian jails and a furthe: period in 
Frerch prisons. The prince asserted 
that imprisonment is not ar effective 
foree in deterring crime.

Farmers and 
Finance 


Present conditions do not close- 
ly associate farmers and finances, 
except that the farmer is being 
ridden and the financiers are do- 
ing the riding, Statesmen jin 
some countries have seen the ne 
cessity for furnishing farmers re 
lief from excessive rates of inter 
est; if farmers with insufficient 
capitol, but possessing every 
other requisite, are to be allowed 
to perform their duty to the state 
inthe proper cultivation of its 
lands. In Australia for instance 
the government has devised ways 
of obtaining money, thro’ gov 
ernment savings banks and the 
use of the states surplus, which 
it loans to farmers at 5 per cent 
per annum and the net profit to 
the state, for the fifteen years the 
law has been in operation, is in 
excess of one million of dol 
lars. 

Australia has now opened say 
ings banks in London and other 
English financial centers where 
it pays 4 per cent per annu’n de 
posits [the usual rate being but 
3 per cent] carrying the mcuney 
to Aurstralia and loaning it at 5 
percent and according to the 
report af the Trade Commissioner 
the government has over a mil 
lion dollars net profit as the result 
of its fostering farming in the 
providing of cheap money 

With 5 per cent money to farm 
ers in Canada, farming would 
receive such an impetus as would 
make this nation in a few short 
years, the marvel of the world.

Birds Bulld Nests In Gourds 


By hollowing out gourds and sus- 
pending them from tres and poles, an 
Illinois farmer provides nesting places 
the 
wren and the bluebird, and protects 
them from the aggressive English 
sparrow, which has a tendency to mon- 
opelize the desirable nesting places. 
The gourds desigued for wrens have 
entrace ‘oles abvut the size of a silver 
qu.rter. This fs sufficiently large for 
a wren to poss through but not larg» 
enough for a sparrow, 

The bluebird is about th. same size 
as the sparrow, so a different arrange- 
ment was necessary, Th« farmer 
discovered that the English sparrows 
would not use the gouris if they were 
placed in the sun, but that the blue 
birds would. Secure nesting places 
were therefore provided for the latter 
by suspending the gourds from poles 
placed out in the open.
